BLACK MEN BEWARE! .- 


The Bernard Goetz case in New York and the action by a 


Grand Jury last week in exonerating Mr. Goetz on all buta 
minor charge raises some basic questions about the future 
of our society with particular implications for the residents 
of New Jersey. 


Because of everyone's legitimate desire to see a curtail- 
ment in crime, especially that which threatens bodily 
harm, and because we have all become increasingly 
frustrated in recent years by the apparent failures of the 
criminal justice system to deal expeditiously and effec- 
tively with many of the young perpetrators of such crimes, 
we are sometimes tempted to let our frustrations get the 
better of us. But, if we allow our emotions to control our 
behavior, we run the risk of yielding to vigilantism and all 
the inherent dangers of more and more people assuming 
the roles of judge, jury and executioner. Vigilantism is not 
a form of behavior consistent with democratic values in 
American society. 


Let us make no mistake, the Goetz case is fraught with 
racial overtones, whether we like it or not. We have to ask 
ourselves whether the popular outcries in support of Goetz 
would have been the same if a Black man had gunned 
down four White youths under similar circumstances. 


Two recent cases in New Jersey suggest otherwise. In 
each case, a prominent Black man took action against 
those alleged perpetrators he believed constituted a threat 
to his property. Mims Hackett, a Newark school teacher 
and special policeman, spent three years in jail before 
being pardoned by the Governor because he personally 
went after a man he suspected of breaking into his house. 
Carl Sharif is victim of the criminal justice system because 
he too allegedly went after someone he believed had 
robhed the premises of a local civic organization headed 
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by friends. 


Both of these men have suffered great damage to their 
careers, to their personal lives, and to theirreputationsasa 
result of action by the criminal justice system. 


Yet, Bernard Goetz was given a comparative slap on the 
wrist for actually shooting and maiming for life someone 
he believed might constitute a threat. 


Neither Mr. Hackett nor Mr. Sharif were ever accused of 
actually shooting anyone, while Mr. Goetz has left at least 
one of his victims paralyzed from the waist down and ina 
life-threatening coma. Yet, their cases were handled entire- 
ly differently. 


Street crime affects us all, but it has been an increasing 
danger in the Black community. Thus, the need and the 
expressed desire of Black people for law and order is just 
as great as that of White people. We are just as concerned 
about protecting our lives and our property as the next 
person. 

We all have a right to defend ourselves and to protect our 
property. But when Bernard Goetz says on video tape that 
he not only felt a need to gun down four individuals, but 
that he only stopped shooting because he "ran out of 
bullets," do we consider this self defense or vigilantism? 


Do wereally want people — Black or White — roaming the 
streets prepared to shoot at all alleged perpetrators until 
they run out of bullets?
